Baltic,, carryirs the passengers from 
the steamers Republic 
and Florida 


anchored three miles.east of the Am- 
brose channel early today, an Asso- 
ciated Press tug ran alongside and suc- 
ceeded in opening communication-with 
H. J. Hover, of Spokane, Washington, 
one of the Republic's passengers. Mr. 
Hover and. wife had planned an ex- 
tended automobile trip abroad ' and 
were outward-bound on the Republic 
when she was rammed by the Florida 
Saturday morning. 


Through the megaphone Mr. Hover 


described the transfer of the passen- 
gers from the Republic and later from 
the Florida to the Baltic. The trans- 
fer of scantily dressed and frightened 
men and women from Florida lasted 
twelve hours, beginning at 8 o'clock 
on Saturday night and ending^ at 8 
o'clock yesterday morning. The search 
lights of the Baltic illuminated the sea. 
making a weird picture as boat load 
after boat load were safely gotten on 
board the Baltic. 
Two of -the 
Re- 


public's passengers tumbled into the 
sea while being placed in a boat but 
were promptly rescued. 


Injury to the Republic. 


Mr. Hover said that the injury to 


the Republic was abaft midships on 
the port side just forward of the cen- 
ter hatch. Staterooms 34 and 28 were 
stove by the bow of the Florida, which 
withdrew from the gap almost in- 
stantly and vanished 
in

WORK' OF THE WIRELESS. 


In this marvelous age a wonder is 


no wonder long. A few years ago the 
first practical demonstrations of Mar- 
coni's discoveries in wireless teleg- 
raphy excited the world's Interest for 
a few months and then became as of 
course. 
So, a few years preceding 


the wireless telegraph, was the way 
of the Roentgen or mysterious X-rays. 
So also with the phonograph, the tel- 
ephone and much farther back the 
magnetic telegraph of Morse. Prac- 
tical use of these great discoveries 
and inventions which at first startled 
and for a short time intensely inter- 
ested civilized humanity, soon passed 
them along into the limbo of the com- 
monplace. 


Wireless telegraphy has ceased to 


| greatly attract public attention, save 


j in such Instances as when now and 


then messages arc flashed a few hun- 
dred miles further than the previous 
record has shown. All ocean liners 
and all modern warships are equipped 
with wireless installations and shore 
stations are now everywhere over the 
globe. Just now, however, there is a 
very decided flurry of interest in wire- 
less telegraphy, provoked by a colli- 
sion at sea Saturday morning between 
two ocean liners, each with several 
hundred passengers and_large crews 
aboard. 
The steamer Republic -was 


gored amidships by the Florida and 
began leaking so badly that all on 
board were put in great hazard of life. 
Then from her Marconi installation 


the distressed liner began to flash 
out over the murky ocean her far cry 
for help. Within a shon time three 
or four great trans-Atlantic liners 
knew that in a certain region a great 
ship with its precious cargo of human 
beings was sinking. 
Shore stations 


caught the sparks freighted with the 
call of distress. In a short time help 
was feeling Its way through the murk 
to take off those exposed to peril of 
the sea. 


Today the leviathan Baltic landed in 


New York with almost 1,700 passen- 
gers from the two ships that were in 
collision. So far ai is known but six 
lives were lost—these from the ter- 
rific impact of the collision. 


The dispatches have described this 


episode as one of the most thrilling 
dramas ot the sea. It is thrilling and 
it is dramatic. It brings home to the 
ordinary and non-expert intelligence 
an appreciation of this marvelous 
agency that cau do so much to make 
navigation safer, that can call out 
across the storm and turmoil of wind 
and wave over the vast reaches of 
water, its words borne on the tense, 
mysterious currents of the viewless 
air and summon succor from afa'r, 
even while the dark gulfs of the ocean 
fawn hungrily for human prey. 


In a few days Cuba will take her 


second fling as an independent govern- 
ment. Two years' occupation by our 
government will soon come to an end 
and the machinery of civil govern- 
ment will be turned over to the Cu- 
bans. 
What the result eventually 


•will be no one can say; but there are 
those who have grave misgivings and 
believe the new government about to 
be installed will go the way of the 
old one. Whatever the prospect, 
Uncle Sam is again turning Cuba 
over to the Cubans and it they ex- 
pect to keep a place among the na- 
tions they will'have to perform with 
much circumspection. It Is an almost 
universal^ acceptance in this country 
now that another failure of Independ- 
ent government,, in Cuba will be the 
signal for prompt annexation- of the 
island to the territory of the United 
States. 
If Cuba is to bo developed 


there must be efficient government 
The one thing that has retarded Cu 
ban progress was the fear that invest- 
ments might be emperiled by disorder 
among the people and impotence 01 
the constituted authority. Affairs now 
have come to the point where there 
must and will be efficiency "of govern 
ment, either by the Cuban or by the 
United States.
